Summit  gets 
mixed  reviews

The  Reagan-Gorbachev  summit  in  Washington  repre¬ 
sents  a  flop  for  the  T-shirt  industry  in  Utah. 

The  summit  shows  that  just  because  something  is  popu¬ 
lar  in  Washington  doesn’t  mean  it  will  catch  on  locally. 

A  recent  story  by  CBS  News  said  T-shirts  with  Soviet 
symbols  like  the  hammer  and  sickle  were  in  vogue  in  the 
American  capital. 

An  employee  at  a  local  T-shirt  retailer,  however,  said 
his  store  sells  none,  and  no  person  has  requested  such 
shirts.  An  employee  at  a  silk-screening  shop  said  his 
business  received  only  one  request  for  one  Soviet  T-shirt, 
but  they  didn’t  make  it  because  it  only  meets  orders  for 
large  volumes. 

However,  B  YU  students  locally  have  followed  the  sum¬ 
mit  even  though  they  aren’t  following  Washington  fash¬ 
ions. 

The  INF  treaty  “doesn’t  matter,”  said  Tim  Quinn,  a 
senior  from  Peoria,  Ill.,  majoring  in  psychology.  “We  can 
still  destroy  each  other.” 

Jones  said,  “A  lot  of  the  so-called  peace  groups  are 
calling  it  (the  INF  treaty)  their  victory,  but  it’s  not  their 
victory.  ” 

Jones,  who  calls  himself  a  conservative,  said  it  was  a 
victory  for  Jimmy  Carter  because  he  received  flak  from 
the  liberal  faction  of  his  party  in  1979  and  a  victory  for 
Reagan  because  he  carried  it  out  and  did  not  buckle  under 
Soviet  demands  of  linking  removal  of  the  missiles  to 
French  and  British  forces. 

He  said  the  treaty  is  significant  because  the  Soviets 
were  giving  up  more  than  the  Americans,  and  because  it 
has  sophisticated,  specific  language  for  verification  and 
rules  for  what  constitutes  failing  to  meet  the  agreement. 

He  also  said  important  points  about  the  treaty  are  that 
the  treaty  does  not  eliminate  short-range  missile  deter¬ 
rence  (those  with  a  range  shorter  than  300  miles)  and  that 
the  American  positions  did  not  change  significantly  with 
time,  but  the  Soviet’s  did. 

Robbie  Bunker,  a  senior  from  Huntsville,  Ala.,  major¬ 
ing  in  mechanical  engineering,  said  the  summit  and  talk¬ 
ing  about  problems  is  a  good  idea,  but  it  may  be  difficult  to 
trust  Gorbachev  because  of  the  Marxist  philosophy  of 
world  domination.  “He  didn’t  get  to  the  top  by  being  a 
capitalist.” 

Kayleen  Brady,  a  junior  from  San  Jose,  Calif.,  ex¬ 
pressed  similar  sentiments.  “I  see  a  lot  of  changes,”  she 
said,  “but  I  still  don’t  trust  them.”

Catholics  appeal 

First  Amendment  tested

sions  for  all  churches,  according  to  a 
BYU  law  professor.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  U.S. 
trade  deficit  widened  to  a  record 
$17.6  billion  in  October,  the  govern¬ 
ment  said  Thursday  in  a  report  that 
confounded  experts  and  sent  the  dol¬ 
lar  plunging  to  new  post-war  lows. 

The  October  deficit  was  an  aston¬ 
ishing  25.3  percent  higher  than  the 
$14.1  billion  imbalance  in  merchan¬ 
dise  trade  recorded  in  September,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Commerce  Depart¬ 
ment  figures. 

“It’s  an  understatement  to  say 
these  are  bad  numbers.  These  are 
startling  bad  numbers,”  said  Jerry 
Jasinowski,  chief  economist  for  the 
National  Association  of  Manufactur¬ 
ers. 

Many  analysts  had  been  expecting 
the  trade  figure  to  worsen  modestly 
in  October,  perhaps  climbing  by  $500 
million,  given  the  fact  that  retailers 
normally  step  up  their  orders  of  im¬ 
ported  goods  to  be  ready  for  Christ¬ 
mas.  But  no  one  had  expected  the 
$3.56  billion  surge  that  did  occur. 

“You  are  sitting  there  looking  for 
one  thing  and  here  comes  a  hurricane 
that  almost  takes  your  head  off,”  said 
Jay  Goldinger,  an  economist  with 
Cantor,  Fitzgerald,  a  Los  Angeles 
bond  house. 

The  trade  deficit  sent  the  dollar 
plunging  on  foreign  exchange  mar¬ 
kets  in  frantic  trading  despite  reports 
that  the  Federal  Reserve  and  central 
banks  in  West  Germany,  England, 
Italy  and  other  countries  bought  dol¬ 
lars  in  an  effort  to  break  the  green¬ 
back’s  decline. 

The  dollar  broke  through  the  psy¬ 
chological  barrier  of  130  yen  Thurs¬ 
day,  selling  at  a  record  post-war  low 
of  129.15  yen  in  mid-afternoon  trad- 
ingin  New  York. 

Economists  worried  about  what  fu¬ 
ture  troubles  could  be  in  store  be¬ 


cause  of  the  stubborn  refusal  of  the 
trade  deficit  to  show  improvement 
despite  an  almost  50  percent  decline 
in  the  value  of  the  dollar  against  ma¬ 
jor  currencies. 

The  Reagan  administration 
launched  an  effort  in  September  1985 
to  push  the  value  of  the  dollar  lower  in 
an  effort  to  make  imported  goods 
more  expensive  and  therefore  less 
popular  in  this  country  while  boosting 
the  competitiveness  of  American 
products  overseas. 

Analysts  said  while  the  volume  of 
exports  has  risen  and  the  volume  of 
exports  has  dropped,  these  improve¬ 
ments  are  being  swamped  by  higher 
import  prices  caused  by  the  weaker 
dollar. 

Administration  officials  expressed 
disappointment  as  well,  while  repeat¬ 
ing  that  it  takes  time  for  changes  in 
currency  levels  to  show  up  as  im¬ 
provements  in  trade. 

Commerce  Secretary  C.  William 
Verity  said  part  of  the  problem  lay 
with  the  failure  of  American  compa¬ 
nies  to  compete  aggressively  with  for¬ 
eign  competition. 

Democrats  in  Congress  blamed  ad¬ 
ministration  policies  for  the  record 
October  imbalance  and  said  it  pointed 
to  the  need  for  the  comprehensive 
trade  legislation  now  being  worked  on 
in  a  House-Senate  conference  com¬ 
mittee. 

House  Speaker  Jim  Wright,  D- 
Texas,  said  trade  legislation  would  be 
a  top  priority  when  Congress  returns 
in  January. 

The  $17.6  billion  October  trade 
deficit  topped  the  old  record  of  $16.5 
billion  set  in  July.  For  the  first  10 
months  of  the  year,  the  trade  deficit 
was  running  at  an  annual  rate  of  $175 
billion,  far  surpassing  last  year’s 
record  of  $156.2  billion.

Part-time  employees 
may  receive  insurance

Part-time  workers  could  receive 
medical  insurance  benefits  on  their 
employers’  policy  if  one  state  legisla¬ 
tor  gets  his  way. 

Rep.  Drew  Daniels,  D-Utah 
County,  is  sponsoring  a  bill  in  the  up¬ 
coming  legislative  session  that  will  re¬ 
quire  insurance  companies  to  make 
group  rates  available  to  part-time  em¬ 
ployees. 

Daniels  said  the  bill  would  not  cost 
the  taxpayers  or  employers  anything. 
The  bill  places  the  requirement  on  in¬ 
surance  companies. 

Daniels  said  group  rates  are  as  low 
as  half  the  cost  of  private  individual 
policies.  “A  lot  of  students  can’t  afford 
insurance  and  the  taxpayers  end  up 
paying  for  the  services  they  need. 

“For  example,  when  I  was  going. to 
BYU,  I  worked  during  the  summer 
and  was  able  to  get  insurance  benefits 
during  those  months.  When  my  wife 
had  a  child,  both  times  I  was  able  to 
get  insurance  coverage. 

If  the  children  had  not  been  born  in 
those  months,  I  don’t  know  how  I 
would  have  paid  for  them,”  said 
Daniels. 

According  to  Daniels,  89  percent  of 
uninsured  employees  are  unable  to 
obtain  insurance  through  their  em¬ 
ployers.  A  high  proportion  of  these 
are  women. 


Daniels  said  since  two-thirds  of 
part-time  workers  are  women,  this 
bill  is  also  important  for  them. 

The  women  are  often  single  parents 
and  cannot  afford  private  insurance. 

Daniels  said  the  bill  is  especially 
important  to  older  people. 

Approximately  1.5  million  Ameri¬ 
cans  over  65  years  of  age  employed 
part  time,  Daniels  contends,  are  often 
unable  to  obtain  insurance  through 
their  employers’  policies. 

Daniels  said  allowing  part-time  em¬ 
ployees  to  have  access  to  group  rates 
will  save  tax  dollars  by  keeping  the 
victims  of  catastrophic  illness  “off  the 
welfare  roles.” 

Jilene  Whitby,  administrative  as¬ 
sistant  for  the  insurance  commis¬ 
sioner  of  Utah,  said  the  insurance 
commission  “will  neither  support  nor 
condemn  the  bill.” 

“I’m  not  sure  the  bill  will  have  the 
effect  Mr.  Daniels  intends,”  Whitby 
said.  She  said  the  bill  may  become  a 
disincentive  to  employers  to  hire 
part-time  employees. 

“Our  department  sees  that  it  may 
have  quite  a  battle  on  its  hands,”  said 
Whitby. 

According  to  Daniels,  this  law  has 
already  been  implemented  in  New 
Hampshire  and  is  not  an  original  idea. 

Daniels  said  those  wishing  to  give 
feedback  on  the  bill  can  write  a  letter 
expressing  their  views  on  House  Bill

Deaver  buries  allegations  by  lying 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Lobbyist  Michael  K.  Deaver  gave  false  testimony 
to  bury  allegations  he  improperly  traded  on  his  influence  with  President 
Reagan,  the  prosecutor  in  the  former  White  House  aide’s  perjury  trial  told 
jurors  Thursday. 

Deaver  “started  on  a  plan  of  deliberate  cover-up,  and  perjury  was  a  part  of 
it”  to  counter  allegations  he  used  his  long  association  with  Reagan  to  get 
six-figure  lobbying  contracts,  independent  counsel  Whitney  North  Seymour 
Jr.  told  jurors  in  closing  arguments  at  Deaver’s  trial. 

Deaver,  a  close  friend  of  both  the  president  and  Nancy  Reagan,  also  lied  to 
spare  them  any  embarrassment  or  hurt,  the  prosecutor  said. 

“If  the  world  knew  the  way  he  was  using  his  relationship  with  them  to  entice 
these  clients  ...  it  probably  would  have  broken  their  hearts,”  Seymour  said. 

In  his  closing  statement,  defense  attorney  Herbert  J.  Miller  Jr.  argued  that 
it  “would  be  ridiculous  and  the  height  of  folly”  for  Deaver  to  deliberately  lie 
under  oath  while  “the  focus  of  five  or  six  investigations”  by  the  House  panel, 
the  grand  jury,  the  General  Accounting  Office  and  news  organizations. 

Deaver  also  knew  there  would  be  reams  of  White  House  phone  logs,  sched¬ 
ules  and  other  documents  that  would  dispute  any  lies  he  might  try  to  tell, 
Miller  said. 

“Anybody  in  the  White  House  would  know  there  is  a  paper  trail  of  what  you 
do  and  what  you’ve  done,”  he  said.

Activists  run  test  human  rights  rally 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  Activists  who  organized  a  human  rights  seminar  to  test 
the  new  Soviet  “openness”  got  official  warnings  Thursday  that  it  was  illegal 
and  found  the  meeting  hall  they  had  rented  closed  for  a  “sanitary  day.” 

By  contrast,  Pushkin  Square  and  the  House  of  Union  were  filled  by  official 
groups  holding  approved  rallies  on  International  Human  Rights  Day. 

Alexander  Rubchenko,  whose  unofficial  organization  tries  to  build  trust 
between  the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union,  said  about  20  police  officers 
detained  him  and  seven  other  members  for  several  hours  when  they  left  an 
apartment  for  Pushkin  Square  to  hold  their  own  demonstration. 

The  unofficial  seminar  came  the  day  after  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gor¬ 
bachev  defended  Soviet  human  rights  policies  in  a  talk  with  U.S.  journalists  in 
Washington. 

Four  members  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  and  a  Czech  dissident 
received  permission  to  go  to  Moscow  for  the  seminar  sponsored  by  Press  Club 
Glasnost,  named  for  Gorbachev’s  policy  of  greater  openness  in  Soviet  society.

Arias  accepts  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  Oslo 


OSLO,  Norway  (AP)  —  Costa  Rican  President  Oscar  Arias  accepted  the 
1987  Nobel  Peace*  prize  Thursday,  saying  he  hoped  it  would  boost  the  chances 
of  success  for  the  Central  American  peace  plan  for  which  it  was  awarded. 

Arias  called  on  the  superpowers  to  let  Central  Americans  resolve  their  own 
problems.  “In  the  name  of  God,  at  least  they  should  leave  us  in  peace,”  he  said. 

At  a  white-tie  ceremony  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  meanwhile,  King  Carl  XVI 
Gusaf  handed  the  Nobel  prize  in  literature  to  exiled  Soviet  poet  Joseph 
Brodsky  and  gave  seven  other  laureates  their  awards  for  economics,  physics, 
medicine  and  chemistry.  < 

Breaking  from  ceremony,  the  king  strode  across  the  blue-carpeted  stage  to 
hand  the  medal  and  certificate  of  award  to  Charles  J.  Pedersen,  an  83-year-old 
retired  American  chemist.  Pedersen,  one  of  the  oldest  laureates  in  the  86-year 
history  of  the  prize,  took  a  few  halting  steps  from  his  chair  to  accept  the  prize. 

Arias,  46,  receiving  his  award  at  a  less  formal  ceremony  at  Oslo  University, 
said  the  prestige  of  the  Nobel  prize  should  enhance  the  prospects  for  the 
Guatemala  accord,  which  was  signed  Aug.  7  by  himself  and  the  presidents  of 
Nicaragua,  El  Salvador,  Honduras  and  Guatemala. 

The  plan  calls  for  cease-fires,  amnesties  for  political  prisoners,  and  demo¬ 
cratic  reforms.  It  also  called  for  an  end  to  outside  interference,  a  theme  Arias 
voiced  again  as  he  accepted  the  23-carat  Nobel  medallion.

“Hi  Ray,  I  think  its  sort  of  ironical  that  we  end  up  like  this,”  read  the 
unsigned  message,  which  authorities  say  was  written  by  David  Burke  to 
Raymond^ThomsonriT  ask  for  some  leniency  for  my  family,  remember.  Well  L 
got  none  and  you’!!  get  none." 

.Investigators  found  the  chillittg'message  written  on  an  airsickness  bag.at 
the  site  where  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  Flight  1771  crashed  on  Monday,  Los 
Angeles  FBI  Special  Agent  In  Charge  Richard  Bretzing  said.  A  . 44-caliber 
Magnum  pistol  found  Wednesday  at  the  crash  site  was  also  linked  to  Burke. 

Officials  also  said  additional  evidence  indicates  an  explosion  as  well  as 
gunfire  may  have  destroyed  the  plane  bound  from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  All  43  people  aboard  were  killed. 

A  multipart  affidavit  filed  in  Los  Angeles  F ederal  Court  before  and  after  a 
search  warrant  was  obtained  for  the  Long  Beach  home  of  Burke,  35,  concludes 
that  “there  is  evidence  to  believe  that  David  Burke  was  involved  in  the 
destruction  of  PSA  Flight  1771.”  _

Utah  has  no  presi¬ 
dential  primary  election  and  no 
registration  by  political  party. 

Voters  can  show  their  support  for 
any  candidate  by  attending  party 
mass  meetings,  where  delegates  are 
chosen  to  party  state  conventions. 
Delegates  picked  at  those  state  con- 
yenjjons , v,pte  ..for,  presidential  candi¬ 
dates  at  their  party’s'national  conven¬ 
tion.  • 

On  the  Republican  side,  Jones 
found  that  39  percent  of  Utahns  want 
Bush  to  be  the  GOP  presidential  nom¬ 
inee  and  28  percent  favor  Sen.  Bob 
Dole,  R-Kan. 

White  House  chief  of  staff  Howard 
Baker,  a  former  U.S.  senator  who 
steadfastly  says  he  won’t  run  next 
year,  received  8  percent  support.

Holiday  decoration 
can  be  beautiful , 
but  still  hazardous

The  weather  calls  for 
colder  weather  with  highs 
in  the  upper  30’s  and  lows 
in  the  low  20's.

Precautions  must  be  taken  for  a 
safe  and  accident-free  holiday  season, 
according  to  a  Utah  Power  &  Light 
spokesman. 

John  Ward,  a  representative  for 
UP&L,  said  although  holiday  lights, 
Christmas  trees  and  other  items  are 
festive  and  traditional,  they  also  har¬ 
bor  the  potential  for  electrical  acci¬ 
dents.  “A  few  simple  precautions  can 
make  or  destroy  a  happy  holiday  sea¬ 
son.” 

Ward  gave  the  following  safety 
hints  regarding  Christmas  trees:  If 
people  are  looking  for  a  natural  tree, 
make  sure  that  it  is  freshly  cut  and 
still  moist.  This  will  decrease  the 
chances  of  a  fire  hazard.  If  an  artificial 
tree  is  preferred,  make  sure  it  is  fire 
resistant  and  find  out  how  long  it  will 
stay  that  way.  Ward  said  this  should 
be  stated  on  the  tree  box. 

It  is  also  important  to  use  fire  resis¬ 
tant  tree  decorations,  said  Ward. 

Safety  specialists  said  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  that  Christmas  tree  lights  are 
checked  every  year  for  cracked  or 
loose  bulb  sockets.  The  wires  of  the 
lights  should  also  be  checked.  A 
frayed  wire,  if  exposed  to  the  tree 
could  cause  a  fire. 

In  order  for  the  lights  to  be 
checked,  they  should  be  spread  out  on 
a  non-flammable  surface  and  plugged 
in  for  approximately  15  minutes,  said 
a  safety  specialist.  If  there  are  any 
signs  of  melting  or  overheating, 
throw  the  string  away. 

In  addition  to  Christmas  tree  pre¬ 
cautions,  safety  experts  said  there 
are  other  fire  hazards  around  the 
home  during  the  Christmas  season. 

It’s  also  important  to  remember  if  a 
fire  does  start  on  or  near  an  electrical 
outlet  or  switch,  do  not  throw  water 
on  it.  “The  water  can  conduct  the  elec¬ 
trical  current  directly  to  you  and 
cause  a  deadly  shock,”  said  Ward.  He 
said  to  turn  off  the  electricity  switch, 
remove  the  fuse  or  trip  the  circuit 
breaker. 

Ward  said,  “It  is  important  that  all 
decorative  lights,  unnecessary  appli¬ 
ances  and  space  heaters  be  turned  off 
when  leaving  the  house  or  upon  retir¬ 
ing.”

Possible  suspects 
named  for  slayings 
of  Navajo  officers 

MEXICAN  HAT,  Utah  (AP)—  In¬ 
vestigators  are  following  up  several 
leads  and  have  identified  a  number  of 
suspects  in  the  slayings  of  two  Navajo 
tribal  police  officers  last  weekend,  the 
FBI  said  Thursday. 

The  charred  bodies  of  officers  Roy 
Lee  Stanley,  27,  of  Oljeto,  and  Andy 
Begay,  '35,  of  Halchita,  were  found 
inside  their  burned  police  vehicle  at 
the  bottom  of  a  cliff  Saturday.  Au¬ 
thorities  believe  the  officers  may 
have  been  killed  after  one  or  both 
tried  to  break  up  a  drinking  party. 

After  two  days  questioning  of  20 
Navajo  reservation  residents,  au¬ 
thorities  “have  some  good  leads.  We 
feel  confident  we’ll  get  to  the  bottom 
of  it,”  FBI  Special  Agent  Cal  Clegg 
said  Thursday. 

“We  do  have  some  good  possible 
suspects,”  he  said.  “We’re  looking  at 
everyone  we  can,  but  there  are  al¬ 
ways  a  few  names  that  pop  up  higher 
than  everybody  else.” 

Clegg  declined  to  say  how  many 
hard  suspects  investigators  had,  or 
identify  them. 

Meantime,  another  FBI  agent,  Kay 
Brooks,  said  at  least  one  of  the  two 
slain  officers  was  killed  at  a  beer 
party  20  miles  from  Copper  Canyon 
where  his  and  another  'officer’s  re¬ 
mains  were  found.

National  funding,  city  support,  vol¬ 
unteers  and  local  enthusiasm  make 
the  several  cultural  arts  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Springville  possible,  accord¬ 
ing  to  directors. 

Despite  the  relatively  small  size  of 
Springville,  it  boasts  two  theater 
groups,  an  opera  company  and  a  mu¬ 
seum,  according  to  Roberta  Ander¬ 
son,  executive  director  of  the 
Springville  Arts  Commission. 

The  present  commission  began  in 
1983.  The  city  set  up  an  ordinance  to 
provide  funds  to  qualify  for  a  national 
endowment  of  $150,000.  The  money 
was  provided  for  “a  local  test  pro¬ 
gram.” 

The  Arts  Commission  is  made  up  of 
representatives  from  fine  and  visual 
arts,  theater  and  dance,  and  music 
areas,  Anderson  said.  The  commis¬ 
sion  then  grants  money  to  the  specific 
organizations. 

Other  commission  projects  include 
the  Springville  World  FolkFest,  the 
restoration  of  a  building  for  the  fine 
and  performing  arts,  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  an  arts  park  and  amphithe¬ 
ater,  Anderson  said. 

One  of  the  groups  who  receives  a 
grant  from  the  commission  is  older 
than  the  commission,  according  to 
Woodrow  Weight,  director  of  produc¬ 
tion  for  the  Springville  Playhouse. 

The  theater  group  began  40  years 
ago. 

They  held  performances  in  church 
buildings  and  schools  to  begin  with, 
and  are  now  housed  in  a  theater-in- 
the-round  under  the  city  library  that 
was  provided  for  them  when  the  civic 
center  was  built,  Weight  said. 

The  playhouse  was  set  up  “to 
provide  opportunities  for  local  talent, 
something  that  high  school  and  ward 
people  could  move  into,”  Weight  said. 
Since  local  wards  (in  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints)  do 
not  do  many  productions  anymore, 
people  needed  an  outlet  to  display 
their  talents,  he  added. 

“Everything  we  do  is  a  donation  of 
time  and  talent.  It  always  has  been 
for  the  love  of  it  and  personal  develop¬ 
ment,”  Weight  said. 

The  group  has  its  own  clientele, 
which  consists  mainly  of  senior  citi¬ 
zens.  The  group  does  two  or  three 
productions  a  year  and  usually  sticks 
to  a  comedy  or  mystery,  Weight  said. 

The  group’s  last  performance, 
“Anything  Goes,”  was  in  November. 

The  other  theater  group,  Art  City 
Community  Theatre,  was  formed  six 
years  ago  by  the  city  council,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Pam  Tippitts,  former  presi¬ 
dent. 


PROVO  (AP)  —  A  former  Geneva 
steelworker  is  the  Utah  Democratic 
Party’s  choice  to  challenge  three- 
term  Rep.  Howard  Nielson  for  the 
3rd  Congressional  District  seat. 

Bob  Stringham,  elected  Utah 
County  Democratic  chairman  last 
May,  announced  his  intention  to  seek 
the  nomination  at  a  news  conference 
here  Thursday. 

The  43-year-old  head  of  a  manage¬ 
ment  consulting  firm  said  he  intends 
to  make  the  district’s  stagnant  econ¬ 
omy  the  major  issue  of  the  campaign. 
He  attacked  Nielson’s  support  of 
Reaganomics,  saying  it  is  the  cause  of 
rising  bankruptcies  and  an  eroding 
job  market  in  Utah. 

“Low  wages  and  a  lack  of  job  oppor¬ 
tunities  are  causing  our  young  people 
to  leave  the  state  to  find  jobs,”  String- 
ham  said.  “For  the  people  of  the  3rd 
District,  that’s  the  main  issue.” 

Stringham  said  he  was  approached 
Oct.  1  by  state  party  leaders  about 
running  for  Congress  and  decided  to 
do  so  about  a  week  ago. 

“I  really  feel  Howard  is  beatable,” 
said  Stringham,  who  resides  in  Orem 
and  works  in  Provo. 

State  party  chairman  Randy  Hori- 
uchi  said  a  recent  Deseret  News-Dan 
Jones  poll  shows  Nielson  is  vulnera¬ 
ble.  He  described  Stringham  as  a 
strong  organization  man  with  near 
unanimous  support  among  Utah 
County  Democrats.

“We  played  for  a  near-capacity 
crowd  for  six  performances  of  ‘The 
Sound  of  Music’  last  summer,”  he 
said. 

The  group  usually  does  a  large  mu¬ 
sical  production  in  the  summer  to  cor¬ 
respond  with  city  celebrations.  Past 
productions  include  “Fiddler  on  the 
Roof,”  “South  Pacific”  and  “Okla¬ 
homa.” 

Opera  West,  a  Springville-based 
opera  company,  had  its  beginnings  in 
Provo,  according  to  Gay  Parvis,  artis¬ 
tic  director  for  the  company. 

Gene  Larsson,  former  artistic  di¬ 


rector,  and  seven  others  incorporated 
as  a  non-profit  organization  in  Provo 
in  1981.  Larsson  moved  his  family  to 
Springville  and,  finding  the  city  more 
supportive  of  an  opera  company, 
moved  Opera  West  to  Springville  in 
1985,  Parvis  said. 

Opera  West  generally  has  four  pro¬ 
ductions  a  year.  This  year’s  Christ¬ 
mas  show  includes  a  one-act  operetta 
by  the  Opera  West  Children’s  Chorus 
entitled  “The  Lazy  Elf,”  and  will  be 
followed  by  the  company’s  perfor¬ 
mance  of  “Amahl  and  the  Night  Visi¬ 
tors.” 

Performances  will  be  held  at 
Springville  High  School  on  Dec.  12 
and  Dec.  14  at  7:30  p.m.  and  at  the 
Provo  Tabernacle  on  Dec.  18-Dec.  19. 

The  Springville  City  Museum  also 
places  emphasis  on  local  artists,  says 
Lila  Duncan  Larsen,  assistant  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  museum. 


KB  YU  to  broadcast  tax-information  program

Taxpayers  can  receive  answers  to 
tax  questions  during  an  hour-long 
call-in  special  to  be  broadcast  Dec.  19 
at  2  p.m.  on  KBYU-TV. 

The  program,  called  “Tax  Changes 
‘87:  What  You  Need  To  Know,”  will 
give  tips  on  how  taxpayers  can  pay 
less  taxes,  said  Bill  Craig,  the  public 
affairs  officer  at  the  Internal  Revenue 
Office  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986  repre¬ 
sents  the  largest  revision  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  tax  code  in  73  years,  according 
to  a  news  release  from  the  Internal 
Revenue  Office. 

The  new  changes  will  affect  every 


person,  not  only  on  April  15, 
everyday  financial  affairs. 

The  call-in  program  will  help  all 
taxpayers  to  more  efficiently  handle 
their  tax  situations. 

The  program  lasts  one  hour,  but 
people  may  call  in  for  an  additional 
hour  after  the  program,  Craig  said. 

The  television  special  will  be  hosted 
by  Edwin  Newman  and  will  feature 
guest  experts  from  the  IRS. 

Some  of  the  important  changes  that 
the  program  will  cover  are  state  and 
local  sales  taxes  no  longer  being  con¬ 
sidered  a  tax  deduction,  unemploy¬ 
ment  compensation,  now  being  taxed 
the  same  as  regular  wages,  and  chil¬ 
dren  five  years  or  older  having 
mandatory  Social  Security  numbers. 


Craig  said  one  of  the  advantages  to 
watching  the  program  i^thaf  tax-' 
payers  can  find  out  how  to  pay  less 
taxes  by  taking  out  an  Individual  Re¬ 
tirement  Account  before  January. 

Another  live  call-in  special  will  be 
aired  in  February  and  will  give  step- 
by-step  instructions  on  how  to  fill  out 
a  tax  return,  said  Craig.

In  addition  to  using  these  precau¬ 
tions,  it  is  important  for  students  to 
travel  safely  over  the  holidays,  said 
Bringhurst.  “It  is  always  sad  to  hear 
of  students  who  have  been  injured  or 
killed  in  accidents  on  the  way  home  or 
back  to  school.” 

Travelers’  safety  precautions  in¬ 
clude  “a  good  nights  sleep  before 
traveling,  carrying  a  first-aid  kit  and 
blankets  and  traveling  with  people,” 
said  Bringhurst.  “It  is  always  more 
dangerous  to  travel  alone.” 

Also,  it  is  not  always  safe  to  stop 
and  help  stranded  motorists,  said 
Bringhurst.  “If  you  see  a  car  that 
needs  help,  it  would  be  better  to  go  to 
the  next  exit  and  call  the  police  or 
highway  patrol.  Remember  the  police 
will  need  a  description  of  the  car  and 
approximate  distance  and  direction 
the  stranded  motorist  is  from  the  lo¬ 
cation  of  the  call.” 

Bringhurst  said  the  University  Po¬ 
lice  wants  to  make  sure  students  have 
a  safe  holiday  season.

Mead  said  MET  deals  with  individ¬ 
ual  problems  as  well  as  family  prob¬ 
lems.  “If  a  person  is  having  such  prob¬ 
lems  as  difficulties  in  their 
interpersonal  relationships,  or  in  sep¬ 
arating  from  their  families  for  the 
first  time,  we  can  help  them,”  he  said. 

“We  see  all  of  those  kinds  of  prob¬ 
lems  related  to  interaction  in  the  fam¬ 
ily,”  said  Mead.  “For  this  reason,  we 
prefer  working  with  the  whole  family 
because  there  we  get  to  the  source  of 
the  problem  rather  than  just  dealing 
with  the  symptoms.” 

“We  don’t  like  to  keep  people  in 
therapy  forever,”  said  Peterson.  “We 
help  them  as  soon  as  possible,  so  they 
may  learn  to  help  themselves  before 
they  become  dependent  on  us.” 

Peterson  said  MET  also  provides 
counseling  of  a  preventative  nature, 
designed  to  prevent  problems  before 
they  start.  “This  is  usually  done  in  the 
form  of  enrichment-type  groups.” 

Couples  communicating,  parenting 
skills,  divorce  adjustment  and  pre¬ 
marital  advisement  for  engaged  cou¬ 
ples  are  some  of  the  enrichment 
groups  available,  according  to  Peter¬ 
son.

The  purpose  of  the  MET  program  is 
to  provide  problem  and  preventative 
counseling,  while  giving  graduate 
students  the  opportunity  to  receive 
training  and  therapy  experience. 

“The  basis  for  the  existence  of  the 
Comprehensive  Clinic  is  to  provide  a 
practical  facility  for  students  in  the 
graduate  program,  while  providing 
services,”  said  Robert  E.  Stahmann, 
department  chairman  of  Family  Sci¬ 
ences. 

The  majority  of  these  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  have  degrees  in  family  sciences, 
psychology  and  sociology.  The  stu¬ 
dents  are  trained  in  marriage  and 
family  therapy  and  are  closely  super¬ 
vised  by  faculty  advisors,  said  Mead. 

Although  the  clinic  is  utilized  by 
many  individuals  and  families,  Peter¬ 
son  feels  there  are  many  people  who 
are  not  aware  of  MET  who  should  be 
taking  advantage  of  its  services.

There  is  no  way  to  determine  the 
impact  superconductors  will  have  on 
society,  according  to  one  BYU  profes¬ 
sor. 

Paul  F.  Eastman,  a  BYU  professor 
of  mechanical  engineering,  who  has 
been  conducting  research  on  super¬ 
conductor  materials,  said  supercon¬ 
ductors  have  recently  been  made  at 
BYU. 

“What  makes  this  exciting  is  that  as 
far  as  we  know',  this  is  the  first  super¬ 
conductor  made  at  BYU,”  said  East¬ 
man. 

The  possible  applications  for  super¬ 
conductor  materials  are  great,  said 
Matthew  Linford,  a  junior  majoring 
in  computer  science  and  chemistry. 
Linford  is  assisting  in  the  research. 

Superconductor  application 

One  example  of  an  application  for 
the  superconductor  materials  would 
be  monorail  trains.  The  tracks  could 
be  made  of  superconductor  material 
and  the  trains  could  be  magnetized 
and  glide  without  any  resistance,  said 
Linford. 

“Superconductors  are  materials 
that  conduct  electricity  without  any 
resistance,”  he  said. 

The  research  being  done  is  on  the 
texture  and  structure  of  supercon¬ 
ductor  materials,  said  Eastman. 

Superconductor  materials  are 
made  of  little  crystals  bunched  to¬ 
gether  in  different  patterns,  said 
Eastman. 

He  said  if  the  pattern  of  the  crys¬ 
tals  could  be  understood,  it  would 
provide  the  possibility  to  correlate 
the  texture  processing  and  produce 
better  superconductors. 

Eastman  said  there’s  a  problem 
with  the  superconductor  material  be¬ 
cause  it’s  ceramic  and  breaks  easily. 

Magnetic  reaction 

Linford  said  it  is  possible  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  a  superconductor  has  been 
made  by  the  Meissner  Effect.  “The 
Meissner  effect  causes  a  magnet  to 
levitate  above  the  superconductor 
when  it  reaches  the  critical  tempera¬ 
ture.” 

The  critical  temperature  at  which 
currents  are  allowed  to  pass  without 
resistance  is  about  minus  180  degrees 
Celsius,  said  Eastman. 

“When  a  magnet  approaches  super¬ 
conductor  material  it  induces  electri¬ 
cal  currents  because  there  is  no  resis¬ 
tance  to  the  current,”  explained

The  Buick  Motor  Division  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Motors  recently  donated  four 
state-of-the-art,  fully-equipped  auto¬ 
mobiles  to  BYU. 

The  Industrial  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  received  an  Electra  Park  Av¬ 
enue  and  a  Riviera.  With  these  cars 
students  will  learn  the  latest  in  auto¬ 
motive  computer  and  electrical  tech¬ 
nology,  said  Jerry  Grover,  professor 
of  industrial  education  at  BYU.  Also 
donated  were  two  extra  engines, 
which  will  be  used  to  teach  diagnosti¬ 
cal  skills  to  advanced  students. 

The  Technology  Department  re¬ 
ceived  a  Regal  and  Skyhawk,  which 
students  will  modify  into  high-perfor¬ 
mance  racing  vehicles,  said  Technol¬ 
ogy  Department  technician  Wayne 
Atkinson. 

The  Park  Avenue  and  Riviera  are 
equipped  with  four  computer  systems 
to  regulate  seating  comfort,  fuel,  the 
electrical  system  and  the  interior  cli¬ 
mate  of  the  car. 

The  Riviera  has  a  touch-control 
monitor  resembling  a  small  TV 
screen.  By  touching  various  “but¬ 
tons”  shown  on  screen,  drivers  can 
set  the  temperature  in  the  car,  check 
water  temperature  and  amount  of  gas 


or  oil  consumed,  and  find  out  whether 
the  alternator  is  putting  out  sufficient 
voltage. 

A  trip  data  program  is  included, 
which  keeps  track  not  only  of  mileage 
and  fuel  economy,  but  calculates  time 
spent  in  travel,  distance  traveled,  and 
remaining  distance  of  a  journey.  It 
also  shows  the  gallons  of  gas  con¬ 
sumed,  the  number  remaining,  and 
how  many  miles  can  be  traveled  with 
the  remaining  gas,  said  Grover. 

The  Riviera  is  also  equipped  with 
six  diagnostical  computer  systems 
which  pinpoint  the  location  of  mal¬ 
functions,  according  to  Teaching  As¬ 
sistant  Brent  Malmberg,  a  junior 
from  Alberta,  Canada  majoring  in  in¬ 
dustrial  education. 

Buick’s  donation  is  timely,  said 
Grover,  because  of  the  current  trend 
toward  computerization  in  the  auto¬ 
mobile  industry.  Mechanics  have 
trouble  understanding  the  computer¬ 
ized  auto  parts  which  are  gradually 
replacing  mechanical  parts,  said 
Grover. 

Consequently,  industrial  education 
majors  are  learning  to  teach  automo¬ 
tive  engineering  as  well  as  mechanical 
principles.  “It’s  a  whole  new  breed  of 
mechanics  we’re  training,”  he  said. 

Students  are  pleased  with  the 
prospect  of  working  on  the  new  cars. 


“They’re  going  to  be  a  lot  of  fun,”  said 
Malmberg.  “This  car  is  about  as  elec¬ 
trically  sophisticated  as  you  can  get. 

According  to  Atkinson,  Buick  paid 
for  delivery  charges  and  extra  parts. 
BYU’s  only  expense  was  a  few  phone 
calls,  he  said.

Test  preparation  advice  the  Law 
School  Admissions  Test  (LSAT)  is  di¬ 
verse  according  to  law  students,  the 
BYU  pre-law  adviser  and  test  prepa¬ 
ration  administrators. 

According  to  Don  Norton,  BYU 
pre-law  advv>r,  the  LSAT  score 
combined  with  a  grade  point  average 
is  the  best  indicator  of  how  well  a 
student  will  do  in  their  first  year  of 
law  school. 

“The  LSAT,  people  used  to  say, 
was  about  what  a  student  already 
knew  and  there  was  no  way  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  it.  Everyone  said  that,  but 
we  knew  better. 

“Now  the  LSAT  strongly  encour¬ 
ages  preparation  and  provides  study 
material  and  test  formats.  Prepara¬ 


tion  will  make  a  difference.  People 
who  would  have  scored  a  38  raise  to  a 
41.  Two  or  three  points  are  very  sig¬ 
nificant,”  he  said. 

LSAT  scores  range  from  10  to  48. 

Some  BYU  law  students  felt  a  prep 
course  was  helpful  in  preparing  them 
for  the  LSAT;  others  feel  the  courses 
were  either  too  expensive  or  not  nec¬ 
essary. 

“I  didn’t  take  Kaplan.  It  was  too 
expensive.  I  took  another  prep  class 
down  in  California  for  $115.  It  helped 
me  understand  the  test  instructions 
beforehand,  so  I  didn’t  really  even 
stop  to  read  them  during  the  test,” 
said  Joseph  Langlois,  a  29-year-old, 
third-year  law  student  from  Thou¬ 
sand  Oaks,  Calif. 

“The  LSAT  is  a  very  time-con¬ 
straining  test  and  I  don’t  know  how 
people  take  it  without  preparation.  It 
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would  have  taken  away  a  lot  of  time 
during  the  test  to  stop  and  figure  out 
test  instructions  which  were  provided 
in  prep  classes.  I  scored  a  41,”  said 
Langlois 

Tom  Peck,  a  25-year-old,  second- 
year  law  student  from  Heyburn, 
Idaho,  did  not  take  a  prep  class.  “It 
costs  too  much.  I  really  didn’t  plan  on 
going  to  law  school.  I  late  registered 
for  the  test,  so  I  didn’t  take  a  class.  I 
got  a  37.  I  feel  a  good  education  with 
analytical  skills  is  better  than  a  prep 
class.  I  think  a  prep  class  would  have 
helped  though,”  he  said. 

“I  didn’t  take  a  prep  class.  The 
LSAT  tests  the  abilities  you  have.  I 
worked  through  questions  the  LSAT 
sent.  I  don’t  feel  the  instructions  in 
the  test  slowed  me  down  while  I  took 
it.  I  didn’t  take  it  (a  prep  course)  be¬ 
cause  I  heard  study  courses  didn  t 
help.  I  got  a  43  on  the  test,”  said  Andy 
Washburn,  a  31-year-old,  fourth-year 
law  student  from  California. 

Megan  Mill  ward,  a  26-year-old, 
third-year  law  student  from  San 
Diego,  said  she  took  a  course  at  San 
Diego  State  that  cost  $100  for  two 
weeks.  She  bought  every  book  in  the 
bookstore,  all  five  of  them,  and  stud¬ 
ied  them.  The  prep  course  did  a  good 
job  of  preparing  her  for  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  of  the  test  and  she  received  a 
45,  Millward  said. 

“If  you  take  a  course,  you  have  to 
spend  four  to  five  hours  a  week  in 
class  and  four  to  five  hours  out  prac¬ 
ticing,  put  in  about  ten  hours  a  week. 

“If  you  do  that,  the  likelihood  is  you 
will  gain  two  to  six  to  seven  points,” 
said  Norton. 

According  to  Sue  Hansen,  adminis¬ 
trator  for  the  Utah  Stanly  H.  Kaplan 
Education  Center,  individuals  who 
take  the  Kaplan  course  improve  their 
scores.  “Generally  people  who  would 
have  scored  in  the  60th  percentile 
raise  to  the  low  80th  percentile  on 
both  the  GMAT  and  LSAT  by  taking 
the  course.  We  can’t  guarantee  a 
score,  it  depends  on  how  much  effort 
an  individual  puts  into  the  course,” 
she  said. 

Kaplan  course  instruction  is  300 
hours  long,  it  usually  begins  two 
months  before  the  test  is  given, 
Hansen  said. 

The  Kaplan  LSAT  course  cost  is 
$495  and  will  go  up  to  $595  in  Fe- 
buary.  There  are,  however,  scholar¬ 
ships  available  based  on  need, 
Hansen  said. 

BYU  students  traditionally  do  well 
on  the  LSAT  scoring  in  the  60th  per¬ 
centile  with  an  average  score  of  33.5, 
Norton  said. 

Last  year,  57  BYU  students  scored 
above  the  90th  percentile.  There 


were  also  91 
scored  above 
Norton  said. 

BYU  has  its  own  LSAT  prep 
course  which  is  offered  through  Con¬ 
ferences  and  Workshops  with  20 
hours  of  instruction,  including  a  prac¬ 
tice  exam.  The  cost  is  $55,.  according 
to  a  LSAT  prep  class  flyer  and  litera¬ 
ture  distributed  by  BYU  Conferences 
and  Workshops.

oves  and  manipulative  tricks 


that  those  familiar  with  Spielberg’s 
work  have  come  to  expect  from  him. 
Instead  the  movie  is  told  in  a  simple, 
classical  style. 

The  movie  is  about  an  11-year-old 
British  boy  who’s  lived  in  pre-World 
War  II  Shanghai  all  his  life  and  the 
upheaval  in  his  life  that  is  caused  by 
the  Japanese  occupation  from  1942  to 
1945.  He  is  separated  from  his  par¬ 
ents  and  thrown  in  with  thieves  and 
imprisoned  in  an  internment  camp. 

It  is  a  film  about,  survival  and  main¬ 


taining  honor  and  integrity  in  the 
worst  of  circumstances.  Many  of  the 
moments  are  dark  and  ominous. 
There  is  little  of  the  tenderness  that 
even  the  most  bitter  moments  of  “The 
Color  Purple”  had.  In  one  scene,  the 
young  hero,  Jim,  watches  a  couple  in 
the  next  room  begin  to  make  love.  In 
another,  in  extreme  close-up,  he  eats 
the  weevils  in  his  food. 

In  many  ways,  the  film  is  like  a 
journey  through  hell.  Frequently, 
when  it  seems  as  things  couldn’t  pos¬ 


sibly  get  worse,  the  action  shifts  into 
an  entirely  different  dimension  of 
weirdness  and  macabre. 

The  script,  by  Tom  Stoppard,  is  ex¬ 
tremely  literate.  “Empire  of  the  Sun” 
alternates  gently  between  intellec¬ 
tual  pauses  and  pure  cinematic  story¬ 
telling. 

There  are  several  moments  that 
are  breathtaking  in  their  scope  and 
power.  Close  to  the  beginning,  there

is  a  scene  where  the  British  colony  in 
Shanghai  gathers  together  for  a  cos¬ 
tume  party,  and  they  all  have  to 
travel  in  their  chauffeured  limousines 
through  the  streets  in  their  gaudy 
clothes  in  the  middle  of  masses  of 
refugees  fleeing  into  the  city.  The 
contrast  and  irony  are  overwhelming. 

Another  highly  memorable  scene  is 
the  bombing  of  an  airstrip.  There 
have  been  few  movies  in  which  the 
violence  and  horror  of  war  are  so 
strongly  portrayed  as  they  are  here. 

The  movie  also  stars  John 
Malkovich  as  gutter-type  survivor 
through  whom  Jim  learns  about  what 
it  takes  to  stay  alive.  Jim’s  feminine 
ideal  is  played  by  Miranda  Richard¬ 
son  and  his  intellectual  ideal,  the 
camp  doctor,  is  played  by  Nigel 
Havers. 

But  the  movie  belongs  to  Christian 
Bale  as  Jim.  He  is  completely  believ¬ 
able  and  very  affecting  throughout. 

The  film,  rated  PG,  features  a 
strong  score  by  John  Williams  and 
exceptionally  beautiful  cinematogra¬ 
phy  by  Allen  Daviau  (“E  .T.  ”  and  “The 
Color  Purple”).  However,  there  are 
intense  situations  and  violence  which 
might  make  it  inappropriate  for  some 
small  children.

Advance  registration  for  this  year’s 
U.S.  Film  Festival  is  100  percent 
ahead  of  what  it  was  last  year,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Thomas  Wilhite,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Sundance  Institute 
which  presents  the  annual  event. 

The  film  festival,  scheduled  Jan. 
15-24,  has  a  primary  focus  on  provid¬ 
ing  a  gathering  place  for  people  in  the 
American  independent  film  commu¬ 
nity,  said  Wilhite  at  a  press  confer¬ 
ence  Thursday,  adding  that  its  repu¬ 
tation  is  expanding  throughout  the 
world.  “People  who  come  to  this  festi¬ 
val  have  a  sense  of  discovery.” 

Tony  Safford,  program  director  of 
the  festival,  said  that  there  were 
“four  broad  strokes”  in  the  lineup  this 


year. 

The  first  one,  and  the  “mainstay”  of 


the  festival,  according  to  Safford,  is 
the  independent  film  competition. 

According  to  a  press  release  from 
the  Sundance  Institute,  “the  nucleus 
of  this  . . .  festival  continues  to  be  the 
Independent  Film  Competition 
where  innovative  narrative  and  docu¬ 
mentary  films  from 'throughout  the 
Unitecl  States  vie  for  top  honors  and 
critical  attention.” 

The  second  “broad  stroke”  is  a  trib¬ 
ute  to  director  Sam  Fuller,  “A  film¬ 
maker  to  be  reckoned  with  these 
days,”  said  Safford. 

Safford  continued  to  say  that 
Fuller’s  work  speaks  to  us  in  these 
days  and  that  before  independent 
filmmakers  were  called  independents 
they  were  called  ‘mavericks’  —  which 
is  what  Fuller  was.

The  third  area  of  this  year’s  festival 
is  a  tribute  to  Argentine  cinema.  “Ar¬ 
gentina,  since  1982,  has  had  an  in¬ 
credible  creative  rennaissance,”  said 
Safford,  adding  that  civil  liberties 
were  restored  to  the  Argentinian  peo¬ 
ple  that  year.  It  “unleashed  in  Ar¬ 
gentina  a  kind  of  creative  impulse 
that  was  stored  up  for  many  years.” 

The  fourth  “broad  stroke”  Safford 
referred  to  is  the  seminars  and  pro¬ 
grams  that  the  festival  sponsors.  He 
said  this  year  there  would  be  an  em¬ 
phasis  on  ‘how,’  ‘when,’  ‘how  cheaply’ 
and  other  vital,  informative  ques¬ 
tions. 

Among  the  seminars  listed  in  this 
year’s  film  guide  are  “Update  ’88:  In¬ 
dependent  Film  Finance,”  “Image¬ 
making:  Camera,  Stock  &  Lab,”  “Mu¬ 
sic  &  Independent  Film,”  “Stunts  & 
Effects  for  Independent  Filmmak¬ 
ing”  and  “Independents  Abroad:  How 
Do  We  Measure  Up?” 

There  will  also  be  some  ‘brown  bag’ 
discussions  on  such  topics  as  the  Na¬ 
tional  Geographic  Society,  Centre 
Nationale  Cinematographique  (a  divi¬ 
sion  of  the  French  Ministry  of  Cul¬ 
ture),  North  American  Animation 
and  “The  Discovery  Program”  (a  col¬ 
lection  of  six  outstanding  short  films, 
according  to  Safford).

115  students  will  no  longer  have  to 
traipse  around  the  library  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  become  familiar  with  it. 

According  to  Nancy  French,  who 
works  at  the  general  reference  desk 
in  the  library,  they  will  be  replacing 
the  taped  tour  with  a  video  that  will 
explain  the  uses  of  the  library.  “The 
video  will  help  the  students  learn  re¬ 
search  strategy,”  she  said. 

French  said  the  video  will  also  help 
to  make  the  library  a  quieter  atmo¬ 
sphere  for  study.  “It’s  so  students 
won’t  be  contributing  to  the  noise  fac¬ 
tor.”  It  will  also  make  students  aware 
that  the  general  reference  area 
should  be  a  quiet  place,  she  said. 

Brian  Neil,  a  graduate  student 
from  Tulsa,  Okla.,  said  he’ll  be  glad 
for  the  video. 

“It  gets  annoying  with  all  those 
people  wandering  around,”  he  said. 
Neil  said  he  thinks  it  will  help  to  cut 
down  on  the  noise  as  well. 

The  library  needs  two  actors,  two 
actresses,  and  10  extras  for  the  video. 
Auditions  will  be  held  on  Dec.  17  at  4 
p.m.  in  the  library.  French  said 
scripts  will  be  provided  and  students 
should  plan  on  being  there  for  two 
hours.  Shooting  is  scheduled  for  Dec. 


28-30  and  students  should  plan  on 
spending  the  day,  she  said.

Cats  invade  the  Marriott  Center 
tonight  and  tomorrow  as  BYU  hosts 
its  annual  Cougar  Classic. 

The  Classic,  which  is  in  its  14th 
year,  pits  four  teams  who  all  have 
feline  mascots.  The  Weber  St.  Wild¬ 
cats,  Chicago  St.  Cougars,  Idaho  St. 
Bengals  and  the  BYU  Cougars  will 
compete  in  the  tourney. 

Idaho  St.  will  play  Chicago  St.  at  7 
p.m.  while  Weber  St.  and  BYU  face 
each  other  at  9  p.m.  On  Saturday,  the 
consolation  game  will  be  at  7  p.m.  and 
the  championship  game  is  scheduled 
for  9  p.m. 

BYU,  who  hasn’t  won  the  classic 
since  1984,  is  the  favorite  in  the  tour¬ 
nament.  The  Cougars  have  a  4-0 
record,  winning  three  of  the  games  on 
the  road. 

BYU  has  what  many  have  called 
the  best  team  in  Head  Coach  Ladell 
Andersen’s  five  year  tenure  at  the 
university.  The  Cougars  have  shown 
they  are  a  good  offensive  team  and 
have  a  powerful  front  line  in  Jeff 
Chatman,  Jim  Usevitch  and  Michael 
Smith. 

Weber  St.  suffered  a  disappointing 
year  last  season  and  is  now  facing  a 
rebuilding  year.  Only  four  lettermen 
return  from  last  year’s  Wildcat 
squad,  and  10  players  are  wearing 
royal  purple  and  white  for  the  first 
time.  The  Wildcats  have  a  1-1  record, 
losing  to  a  tough  New  Mexico  team 
88-72  and  beating  Cal-Fullerton  81- 
77.  They  are  led  by  former  UCLA 
coach  Larry  Farmer. 

Seven  lettermen  return  from  last 
year’s  Idaho  St.  squad.  The  Bengals, 
who  were  the  Big  Sky  post-season 
tournament  champs  last  season,  have 
a  2-2  record.  The  Bengals  have  a  good 
defense  but  have  had  some  dry  spells 
on  offense. 

Chicago  St.  has  a  first-year  coach 


and  only  five  returning  players  who 
saw  only  limited  action  last  year.  The 
Cougars  own  a  1-4  record,  but  Coach 
Tommy  Suitts  says,  “Right  now  the 
potential  is  there.” 

Chicago  St.  also  faces  18  road 
games  this  year.  Its  last  outing  was 
against  Pittsburgh  Monday  night. 

In  last  year’s  tournament,  Cal- 
Fullerton,  Texas  Christian,  Arizona 
St.  and  BYU  played.  Cal-Fullerton 
and  BYU  competed  in  the  champi¬ 
onship  game,  and  the  Californians 
pulled  out  a  59-56'  victory  over  the 
Cougars. 

Henry  Turner  of  Fullerton  was 
voted  the  tournament  Most  V aluable 
Player. 

In  the  1985  tournament,  Pep- 
perdine  claimed  a  10-point  victory 
over  the  Cougars  in  the  championship 
round,  83-73. 

BYU  won  the  four-team  foray  in 
1984  when  it  beat  Hofstra,  86-76. 

The  Cougars  have  won  their  Clas¬ 
sic,  which  goes  back  to  1971,  seven  of 
13  times. 

A  five-member,  all-tournament 
team  will  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the 
Cougar  Classic,  and  a  MVP  award 
will  go  to  the  outstanding  member 
among  the  five.  The  selections  will  be 
made  by  members  of  the  media  cover¬ 
ing  the  event. 

Chatman  leads  the  Cougars  in  scor¬ 
ing  this  year  with  a  20.8  average. 
Smith  follows  with  18,  and  Usevitch 
isn’t  far  behind  with  a  17.5  average. 

Guards  Marty  Haws,  Brian  Taylor 
and  Andy  Toolson  all  have  eight-point 
averages,  and  Nathan  Call  has  con¬ 
tributed  3.3  points  per  game. 

Usevitch  leads  BYU  in  rebounding 
with  8.3  per  game. 

BYU  has  made  only  seven  of  21 
shots  from  the  three-point  line,  but 
Call  has  made  two  of  two  attempts.

“Be  sure  the  car  is  checked  before 
you  leave,”  said  Gerald  Nielsen,  a 
public  information  officer  at  the  Orem 
police  station. 

Nielsen  helped  a  student  check  her 
car  and  found  a  big  bulge  on  one  of  the 
hoses.  If  it  had  not  been  checked,  it 
would  have  blown  up  on  her  way  to 
Arizona. 

“You  will  probably  want  to  get  an 
oil  change  so  your  car  can  have  a  bet¬ 
ter  grade  of  oil  for  winter,”  said  Sam 
Shumway,  an  attendant  at  a  lube 
shop. 

Check  the  battery  acid  and  make 
sure  it  is  good  enough.  Take  your  car 
somewhere  that  has  a  hydrometer  to 
check  it,  said  Shumway. 

Estimates  available 
for  social  security

Feedback  system 
helps  handicapped

A  boy  with  a  crippled,  tightly 
closed  hand  was  taught  to  open  it  us¬ 
ing  a  bio-feedback  system  developed 
by  an  Orem  firm. 

Doug  Harding,  an  engineer  and 
partner  in  Harding  &  Harris  Behav¬ 
ioral  Research  Inc.,  said  electrodes 
were  placed  on  the  muscles  of  the 
boy’s  hand  to  measured  stress  levels. 
When  a  designated  level  was  reached, 
music  played.  If  the  boy  closed  his 
hand  the  music  stopped. 

“They  had  worked  with  him  for 
years  and  hadn’t  had  those  results,” 
Harding  said. 

Kenneth  Harris,  a  BYU  graduate 
in  educational  psychology  and  part¬ 
ner  in  the  company,  said  the  instru¬ 
ment  he  and  Harding  have  developed 
has  a  broad  spectrum  of  possibilities. 
These  include  applications  in  physical 
therapy  and  in  treating  some  tension 
related  headaches,  cerebral  palsy  and 
anxiety. 

This  system  of  bio-feedback  is  more 
portable  than  others  and  can  be  car¬ 
ried  to  a  bedroom  or  wherever  a  per¬ 
son  wants  to  use  it,  he  said. 


Schizophrenia  is  a  lifelong 
illness,  says  psychologist

Schizophrenia  is  not  the  split- 
minded  illness  people  tend  to  think  it 
is,  according  to  a  local  psychologist. 

Byron  Edwards  termed 
schizophrenia  as  a  “lifelong  illness  in 
which  a  person  is  unable  to  function 
due  to  problems  in  thought.  It’s  a 
thought  disorder,  usually  said  to  be 
chemical.” 

Edwards  said  people  who  have  the 
illness  may  have  delusions,  hallucina¬ 
tions,  and  hyperactive,  agitated  or 
subdued  behavior. 

“Of  all  the  mental  illnesses,  this 
(schizophrenia)  is  the  most  debilitat¬ 
ing,”  said  Janina  Chilton,  director  of 
public  relations  at  Utah  State  Hospi¬ 
tal. 

She  said  another  way  of  looking  at 
schizophrenia  is  that  there  is  so  much 
input  sent  to  the  brain  that  the  wiring 
gets  all  jumbled  up. 

A  victim’s  sense  of  smell  and  taste 
change  and  they  may  hear  imaginary 


Checking  the  antifreeze  is  also  es¬ 
sential. 

“Check  the  color  of  the  antifreeze. 
It  should  be  a  clear  to  yellowish-green 
color.  If  it  is  brown  or  a  reddish  color 
it  needs  to  be  changed,”  Shumway 
said. 

“You  don’t  want  your  engine  to 
freeze,”  said  Shawn  Fitzpatrick,  head 
technician  and  manager  of  a  local 
garage  and  service  station. 

Another  tip  is  to  check  the  tires. 
Good  all-season  or  snow  tires  will  help 
with  winter  traction,  said  Shumway. 

There  are  also  some  common  sense 
items  that  cannot  be  forgotten. 

“Make  sure  the  lights  work  and 
check  the  tires  for  nails  and  screws,” 
said  Fitzpatrick. 

Sometimes  even  if  measures  are 
taken  to  prevent  car  troubles,  in¬ 


clement  weather  can  always  be  a  fac¬ 
tor. 

“You  should  have  some  snow  chains 
in  case  you  get  stuck,”  said  Nielsen. 
There  are  a  lot  of  mountain  passes 
both  east  and  west  of  Utah  Valley. 
“Students  ought  to  know  that  they 
require  chains,”  said  Nielsen. 

Flares  or  reflectors  are  beneficial 
to  put  on  the  side  of  the  road  in  case 
your  car  breaks  down. 

“If  your  car  is  stuck  in  a  snow  bank, 
the  fumes  from  the  exhaust  will  come 
into  the  car,”  said  Nielsen.  “Clean  the 
snow  away  from  the  exhaust  and  open 
a  window  a  crack. 

“Stay  with  the  car.  Have  someone 
else  go  for  help,”  he  said. 

“Stop  two  or  three  people  and  have 
them  call  the  highway  patrol  or  state 
police.” 


With  other  systems,  when  a  pre-set 
threshold  is  reached,  a  light  goes  on 
or  a  buzzer  rings.  These  can  some¬ 
times  increase  anxiety  in  a  person,  he 
said. 

With  the  new  system,  a  television 
can  be  turned  on  or  music  played  or 
another  similar  reward  can  be  chosen 
by  the  user. 

For  example,  if  a  person  has  had  a 
knee  injury  and  needs  to  exercise  the 
joint,  music  will  play  as  long  as  he  or 
she  is  exercising. 

If  people  are  frightened  of  flying  in 
airplanes,  they  can  fasten  on  the  elec¬ 
trodes  and  visualize  themselves  in  the 
plane.  As  long  as  they  are  relaxed, 
the  music  will  play,  Harris  said. 

Harding  said  a  person  needs  to 
have  an  intact  nervous  system  for  the 
system  to  work.  A  lot  of  stroke  vic¬ 
tims  and  people  with  brain  damage, 
as  well  as  severely  retarded  people 
who  need  continual  reinforcement, 
can  be  helped  using  bio-feedback. 

Harding  recently  returned  from  a 
national-home-health-care  confer¬ 
ence  in  Atlanta  where  he  displayed 
the  system.  “We  came  back  pretty 
excited  because  it  looks  like  it’s  really 
hitting  the  niche,”  he  said. 


voices,  according  to  Chilton.  Some 
even  have  sensations  that  their  arms 
and  legs  are  not  attached.  The  reac¬ 
tions  often  cause  the  victim  to  become 
withdrawn  and  paranoid. 

Very  few  schizophrenic  people  are 
dangerous,  said  Chilton.  “They  are 
more  harmful  to  themselves. 

“With  all  the  findings,  schizophre¬ 
nia  is  a  chemical  imbalance  and  has 
nothing  to  do  with  how  you  were 
raised,”  said  Chilton.
